Taft Says GOP 
Record Will Be

Leftover Problemi

WASHINGTON. Ju ly 5 l/P — Sen. 
Taft (R-Ohio) says the second ses­ 
sion of the 83rd Congress will hav e 
a fu ll-time job writing the Repu b­ 
lican record for next year’s elec­ 
tions and he expects good resu lts. 
“It promises to be a v ery bu sy 
•ession,” he commented. 
The Senate Repu blican leader in­ 
timated in an interv iew, howev er, 
that the Congress which meets 
next Janu ary may be so bu sy on 
leftov er problems from this ses­ 
sion it will not hav e time to get 
arou nd to all of the GOP’s 1952 
campaign pledges.

As an example. Taft said it will 
be extremely difficu lt for the law­ 
makers to start rev ising the social 
secu rity laws at the same time 
they are u ndertaking thorou ghgo­ 
ing changes in the tax stru ctu re.

BERLIN, Ju ly 5 (jB-East Ger­ 
many’s Commu nist gov ernment re­ 
v ealed today .50.000 persons hav e 
been arrested for rebelling against 
the regime. 
The staggering total, annou nced 
by Ju stice Minister Max Fechner, 
was the first pu blic official admis­ 
sion of the extent of repressiv e 
measu res taken to crack u nrest in 
East Germany. 
Pu blication of the figu re came 
as new indu strial strikes and dis­ 
content among the farmers were 
reported 
throu ghou t

zone. The Commu nist gov ernment 
admitted that the spirit of rev olt 
is still aliv e. 
Many of the 50,000 are being 
gradu ally released largely to ap­ 
pease the su llen and bitterly re­ 
sentfu l pu blic.

Earth Getting Hotter 
Expert Sees Future Man 
Regulating The Weather 


WASHINGTON. July 5 'AR — The 
weather, in case you hadn't no­ 
ticed it, is getting hotter all the 
time. But the weatherman thinks 
he can do something about it. 
Not tomorrow or the next day, 
mind you, but one of these days. 
The idea is a little Buck Roprish. 
but the weather people aren t fool­ 
ing when they start talking about 
space platforms and changing the 
content of the atmosphere. 
Dr. Harry Wexler, chief of the 
scientific services division of the 
U. S. Weather Bureau, described 
the idea today. 
“ The sun. of course, is respon­ 
sible for the weather,” he said. 
“ and many people believe that so­ 
lar 
radiation 
governs 
tempera­ 
tures on the earth 
“ But," he 
added, 
"there 
are 
many things in our atmosphere 
that interfere with solar radiation. 
Dust, for instance, and the amount 
of carbon dioxide in the air. Not 
atom bombs, though. They dissi­ 
pate too quickly." 
, 
Mark Twain once said that “ ev­ 
erybody c o m p l a i n s about the 
weather but nobody does anything 
about it,” and Wexler said that s 
pretty largely true right now', but 
it may not be for long. 
“ We could probably regulate the 
weather right now," he said. “ if 
we had instruments close enough 
to the sun to measure the varia­ 
tions of solar radiation. 
"Then we could compare that 
with our 
ground 
measurements 
and learn the effect of the atmos-

An atte m p t in th e House in April to fix congre.s- 
aional salaries at $22,500 was ruled out on a point of 
order, but in Ju n e the House am ended th e legislative 
appropriation bill to allow m em bers to deduct the 
whole of their living expenses in W ashington when 
filing federal Income tax returns. The living-expense 
deduction is now lim ited to $3 OOO. T he S enate has 
never given w hole-hearted approval to this m eth o d of 
Inching up legislators* tak e-h o m e pay. T h e fact is th a t 
th e House provision would be of g rea’est benefit to

plants 
at 
Niagara 
the nation’* mightiest waterfall. 
The legislation, written by GOP 
Congressman William E Miller of 
Lockport. N. Y., hands the public­ 
ity owned owned waters of Niagara 
over to the following companies: 
Niagara. 
Mohawk 
Power 
Cor­ 
poration; New York State Electric 
and Gas Corporation; 
Rochester 
Gas and Electric Corporation; Con­ 
solidated Edison of New York City; 
and Central Hudson Gas and Elec­ 
tric Company. 
Congressman 
Dondero was 
so 
anxious to ram the bill through 
a super-secret session of the House 
Public Works Committee that he 
did not permit debate, or even 
reading the bill before the vote. 
He did this over the protests of 
Democrats Jones of Alabama and 
Watts of Kentucky, both of whom 
contended the committee 
should 
have more time to study the Miller 
Bill, as well as two other bills. One 
of 
these, 
the 
Lehman-Roosevelt 
Bill, provides for federal develop­ 
ment of Niagara Falls, and the 
other, the Becker Bill, provides for 
development of the river bv the 
Power Authority of the State of 
New York.

However, Dondero insisted on sn 
imm ediate vote. 
“ Aren't you even going to read 
the Miller Bill section by section so 
we can discuss it? ” requested Ala­ 
b am a’s Jones. 
“ It 
isn t

Dondero. “ Everybody knows how 
he is going to vote on the bill and 
what it provides for.” 
Dondero 
also 
brushed 
aside 
questions by Watts as to whether 
there might be “ legal complica­ 
tions”

ment by the Miller Bill on the 
sovereign 
rights 
of 
New 
York 
State.” 
Finally, Tom Steed of Oklahoma 
demanded 
"Before we vote. I think we're 
at least entitled to know how Eis­

Steed looked around the com m it­ 
tee table, but Dondero and the 
others were unable to answer his 
question. 
“ Well, I think we ought to get 
that clarified.” said Steed. “ Secre­ 
tary of the Arm y Robert Stevens 
and the Army Engineers are for 
the Miller Bill, but Eisenhower as­ 
sured Governor Tom Dewey, ac­ 
cording to the press, that he was 
for authorizing the New York Pow­ 
er Authority to redevelop the Nia­ 
g ara.” 
Just then Dondero picked up a 
report by the Budget Bureau from 
the table and said 
“This may 
answer your question.”

budget 
report 
advised 
against passage of the Miller Bdl 
and 
suggested 
instead

question of determining who should 
redevelop the Niagara should be 
left up to the Federal Powe** Com­ 
mission. after a careful s t u d y .

The question 
is whether these surrenders gain 
the President anything m ore than 
the strictly temporary peace and 
quiet that is the reward of appease­ 
ment. 
Gen. Persons of course pleads 
for such surrenders because he has 
been the Army's congressional lob­ 
byist for so long. All service lobby­ 
ists inevitably acquire the outlook 
of well worn pieces of chamois 
leather. Equally most of the Re­ 
publican 
professionals plead

such surrenders because they do 
not want trouble, and hope that 
Sen. McCarthy and his faction will 
make Republican votes in 1954. 
Real Test Coming 
The trouble is, however, that Me- 
Carthv-made votes will be anti- 
Eisenhower votes for anti-Eisen­ 
hower 
Republicans, 
whose elec­ 
tions will further weaken the Presi­ 
dent's authority both in his party 
and in the Congress. That should 
be plain enough after the recent 
Wisconsin Republican convention, 
which 
Sen. 
McCarthy 
and 
his 
friend* transformed into a blatant 
anti-Eisenhower rally. 
The climax of the Wisconsin con­ 
vention was the public and formal 
censure of Sen. Alexander Wilev, 
for opposing the Bricker Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution at the ur­ 
gent and personal request of the 
President. Wiley stood up and took 
it. on the President'* behalf. Rut 
now the President has 
cut th* 
ground from under poor Wiley, by 
another of his so-called harm onv 
gestures — the sudden offer to com­ 
promise on the Bricker Amend­ 
ment. 
Even now. in short, the habit of 
yielding is spreading to issues of 
vital national policy, In the present 
congressional session, the Presi­ 
dent is going to pass a mihimum 
legislative program, not without 
many difficulties with the hostile 
groups in his own party. All sort* 
of larger, thornier and m ore con­ 
troversial issues have been nut off 
to the next session. Then will come 
the real test of the President'* 
authority. 
In the next session, the President 
will find that his authority has 
been altogether lost, unless he is 
willing to start fighting for it nreftv 
soon. The oldest rule of polities is 
that no one wins a prize that he 
is not readv to fight for.

An attem pt in the House in April to fix cong res- 
alonal salane.s at $ 22.500 was ruled out on a point of 
order, but in June the Hou.se amended the leg tslalive 
appropriation bill to allow member.^ to deduct the 
whole of their living expenses in Wa.^hlng ton when 
liiing federal income tax return.s. The living -expense 
deduction Ls now limited to $ 3 000. The Senate ha.s 
never g iven whole-hearted approval to this method of 
Inching up leg islators’ take-hom e pay. The fact is th a t 
the Hou.se provision would be of g reatest benefit to 
the wealthiest members, who could deduct more in

anxious to ram the bill throug h 
a fuper-secret .ses.sion of the House 
Public Works Committee that he 
did not permit debate, or even 
reading the bill before the vote.

This episode is only one of a long 
series of similar surrenders, all of 
them hig hly uncharacteristic of 
Eisenhower the man. but seeming ­ 
ly standard practice for Eisen­ 
hower the politician. The q uestion 
is whether these surrenders g ain 
the President anything more than 
the strictly temporary peace and 
q uiet that is the reward of appease- 
ment. 
Gen. Persons of course pleads 
for such surrenders because he has 
been the Army’s cong ressional lob­ 
byist for so long . All service lobbv- 
ists inevitably acq uire the outlook 
of well worn pieces of chamois 
leather. Eq ually most of the Re­ 
publican professionals plead for 
such surrenders because they do 
not want trouble, and hope that 
Sen. McCarthy and his faction will 
make Republican votes in 1954. 
Real Test Co ming 
The trouble is, however, that Mc- 
Carthv-made votes will be anti- 
Eisenhower votes for anti-Eisen­ 
hower Republicans, whose elec­ 
tions will further weaken the Presi­ 
dent’s authority both in his party 
and in the Cong ress. That should 
be plain enoug h after the recent 
Wisconsin Republican convention, 
which 
Ren. 
McCarthy 
and 
his 
friends transformed into a blatant 
anti-Eisenhower rally. 
The climax of the Wisconsin con­ 
vention w'as the public and formal 
censure of Sen. Alexander Wiley, 
for opposing the Bricker Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution at the ur­ 
g ent and personal req uest of the 
President. Wilev stood up and took 
it, on the President’* behalf. But 
now the President has cut th» 
g round from under poor Wiley, by 
another of his so-called harmony 
g estures — the sudden offer to com­ 
promise on the Bricker Amend­ 
ment. 
Even now. in short, the habit of 
yielding is spreading to issues of 
vital national policy. Tn the present 
cong ressional session, the Presi­ 
dent is g oing to pass a mihimum 
leg i.slative prog ram, not without 
many difficulties with the hostile 
g roups in his own partv. .All sorts 
of larg er, thornier and more con­ 
troversial issues have beon nut off 
to the next ses.sion. Then will come 
the real test of the President's 
authority. 
Tn the next session, the President 
will find that his authority has 
been altog ether lost, unless he is 
willing to start fig hting for it nret+v 
soon. The oldest rule of politics is 
that no one wins a prize that he 
is not ready to fig ht for.
